B  riginal 
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riginal  Defign,  Rife,  Progrcfs,  and  prcfcnt 
Scate  of  the  Charity-School  here,  caWci.]  iMoor's 
Indian-Charity  School,  <^-c.  And  I  hope  there 
is  need  of  little  or  nothing  more  than  a  plain 
and  faithful  Relation  of  Fa(n:s,  with  the 
Grounds  and  Rcafons  of  thern,  to  juftify  the 
Underta^king,  and  all  tti^  Pains  and  Expence 
there  has  been,  in  the  Profecution  thereof. 
And  to  convinec  all  Perfons  of  Ability,  that 
this  School  is  a  proper  Objccf  of  their  Chari- 
ty ;  and  that  whatever  they  (hall  contribute 
lor  the  Furtherance  of  it,  \vi!l  be  an  Oflcring 
acceptable  to  God,  and  properly  bellowed 
ror  the  proriioting  a  Defjgn  which  t'he' Heart 
of  the  great  Redeemer  is  infinitely  fet  upon. 
-  -  Th  e  Confidcrations  firtl  moving  me  to  en- 
ter upon  the  Dclign  of  educating  the  Chil- 
dren of  our  Heathen  Natives  were  fiich  as 

thefe  :  viz.  -^.. 

The  great  Obligations  lying  tipo*ti\is,"^ 
God's  Covenant-People,  who  have  all  we 
ha^e  better  than  they  in  a  Covenant  Way, 
and  confcqucntly  are  under  Covenant-Bonds 
to  improve  it  in  the  bed  Manner  for  the  Ho- 
nour and  Glory  of  our  liberal  Benefa^lor, 
And  can  fuch  Want  of  Charity  to  thofe  poor 
Creatures,  as  our  Negle<^l:  has  fhewn  ;  and, 
our  Ncglecl  of  that  which  God  has  fo  plainly 
made  to  be  the  Matter  of  our  Care  and -Duty  j 
and  tluTt  which  the  Heart  of  the  f^reatRedce- 
mer  ij  fo  fct  upon,  as  that  he  never  dcflrcd 
any  other  Compenfation  for  all  the  TravuiJ  of 
his  Soul,  can  it,  I  lay,  be  without  great  Guilt 
on  our  Part  I  It

It  has  feeni'd  to  me,  he  miift  be  ftupidly 
inditferent  to  the  Redeemer's  Caufe  and  Iii- 
tereft  in  the  World  ;  and  cri'iiinally  deaf  and 
bUnd  to  the  Intimations  of  the  Favour  and 
Difpleafure  of  God  in  the  Difpenfations  of  his 
Providence,  who  could  not  perceive  plain  In- 
timations of  God's  Difpleafure  againil  us  for 
this  Neglecl,  infcribed  in  Capitals,  on  the 
very  Front  of  divine  Difpenfations,  from  Year 
to  Year,  in  permitting  the  Savages  to  be  fuch 
a  fore  Scourge  to  our  Land,  and  make  fuch 
Depredations  on  our  Frontiers,  inhumanly 
butchering  and  captivating  our  People  ;  not 
only  in  a  Time  of  War,  but  when  we  had 
good  Reafon  to  think  (if  ever  we  had)  that 
we  dwelt  fafely  by  them. 

And  there  is  good  Reafon  to  think,  that 
if  one  half  which  has  been,  for  fo  many  Years 
pall:  expended  in  building  Forts,  manning  and 
iupporting  them,  had  been  prudently  laid  out 
in  fupporting  faithful  Miflionaries,  and  School- 
Matters  among  them,  the  inilrucfled  and  civi- 
lized Party  would  have  been  a  far  better  De- 
fence than  all  our  expenfivc  Fortrelles,  and 
prevented  the  laying  walfe  fo  many  Towns 
and  Villages  :  Witncfs  the  Confequence  of 
fending  Mr.  Sergeant  to  Stockbndge^  which 
was  in  the  very  Road  by-  which  they  mod 
ulually  came  upon  our  People,  and  by  which 
there  has  never  been  one  Attack  made  upon 
us  fmcc  his  going  there  ;  and  this  notwith- 
Handing  there  has  been,  by  all  Accounts,  lefs 
Appearance  of  the  faving  Effeds  of  the  Gof- 

B  z  peJ 
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pel  there  than  In  any  other  Place,  where  fo 
much  has  been  expended  for  many  Years  pad. 

And  not  only  ourCovenantBonds,by  which 
we  owe  our  all  to  God,  and  our  divine  Re- 
deemer— our  Pity  to  their  Bodies  in  their  mi- 
ferable,  needy  State — our  Charity  to  their 
pcrifhing  Souls — and  our  own  Peace,  and 
Safety  by  them,  fhould  conftrain  us  to  it  ; 
but  alfo  Gratitude,  Duty,  and  Loyalty  to  our 
rightful  Sovereign.  How  great  the  Benefit 
which  would  hereby  accrue  to  the  Crown  of 
Great-Britain,  and  how  much  the  Interefls  of 
His  Majelly's  Dominions,  efpecially  in  y^jue- 
rka,  would  be  promoted  hereby,  we  can 
hardh^  conceive. 

And  the  Chriftianizing  the  Natives  of  this 
Land  is  exprefsly  mentioned  in  the  Royal 
Charter  granted  to  this  Colony,  as  a  Motive 
inducing  His  Majefty  to  grant  that  Royal  Fa- 
vour to  our  Fathers.  And  fince  we  are  r'lfen 
lip  in  their  Stead,  and  enjoy  the  ineflimable 
Favour  granted  to  them,  on  this  Confidcra- 
tion  ;  What  c^n  excufe  our  not  performing 
to  our  utmoft,  that  which  was  engaged  by, 
and  reafonably  expelled  from,  them  ?  But 
that  which  is  of  greatefl  Weight,  and  fhould 
powerfully  excite  and  perAvade  us  hereto, 
are  the  many  Commands,  flrong  Motives, 
precious  Promifes,  and  tremendous  Thrcat- 
riings,  which  fill  fo  great  a  Part  of  the  facred 
Pages  ;  and  are  io  pcrfcctlv  calculated  to  a- 
waken  all  our  Powers,  to  fpread  the  Knowr 
Jedge  of  the  only  true  God,  and  Saviour,  and 

make 
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make  it  as  extenfire  and  common  as  poflible. 
It  is  a  Work,  in  which  every  one  in  his  Place, 
and  according  to  his  Ability,  is  under  facred 
Bonds  to  ufe  his  utnioll  Endeavours.  But  for 
Brevity  fake,  I  omit  a  particular  Mention  of 
them,  fiippofing  none  have  read  their  Bibles 
attentively,  who  do  not  know,  that  this  is  a 
darling  Subjedl  of  them  ;  and  that  enough  is 
there  fpoken  by  the  Mouth  of  God  himfclf, 
to  obviate  and  filence  all  the  Objedions  which 
Sloth,  Covetoufnefs,  or  Love  of  the  World 
can  fugged  againfl:  it  ;  and  to  affure  them  it 
is  not  a  Courfe  to  Penury,  and  outward  Want, 
but  to  Fulnefs,  and  worldly  Felicity  ;  while 
they  are  at  the  fame  Time  laying  up  a  Trea- 
fure  to  be  remitted  by  Christ  himfelf,  a 
Thoufand  Fold,  when  he  fhaliy^j'  to  them  oh 
his  Ri^bt-hand,  come  yc  hleffe^d  of  my  Father^  in- 
herit the  Kingdom  prepared  for  you — For  I  was 
an  hungred,  and  ye  gave  me  Meat,  &c.  If  de- 
nying Food  and  Raiment,  when  we  hare  them 
in  our  Power,  to  fupply  the  bodily  Neceffities 
of  the  Poor  and  Needy,  does  in  the  Apoftlc's 
Account,  evidence,  that  the  Love  of  God  is 
wanting  in  ourHearts  ;  how  much  more  docs 
the  Negle^l  of  the  pr&ious  Souls  of  our  Fel- 
low-Creatures, who  are  periiliing  for  lack  of 
Vifion,  when  we  have  fuch  Fulnels  to  impart, 
fall  below  our  high  Profeffion  of  Love  to 
Chuist.  Can  the  Objcclion  that  there  is 
extraordinary  Expence  and  DiiBcuhy  in  ac- 
compliihing  it,  be  eftcemed  weighty  enough 
to  cxcufe  and  juftif)'  ovirNegleiSl;  ia  v^  Cafc'^of 

fuch 
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fiich  Ncccflity  and  Importance  ?  And  efpe- 
cially  if  we  conllder,  there  is  not  lb  much 
iiecelTary  hereto,  as  would  render  the  Attempt 
any  Thing  like  an  intolerable  Burden,  or  a 
Burden  to  be  felt,  if  thole  who  are  concerned 
therein,  i.  c.  the  Chriftian  World,  were  in  any 
Mcafure  united  and  agreed  in  it.  And  confl- 
dering  further,  that  the  Advantage  thereby 
to  the  Crown  of  G/-£'j/-i?r/yj/V/(fLippormg  the 
Succefs  of  Endeavours  fliould  be  only  in  Pro- 
portion as  have  been,  the  SuccelTes  of  feeble 
Endeavours  in  Times  paft)  would  abundantly 
.  compenfate  all  the  Expence,  befides  all  thole 
temporal  and  eternal  Rewards  of  fuch  Chari- 
ty and  Liberality,  which  are  fecured  in  the 
many  great  and  precious  Promifes  of  God. 

These  \i^ere  fome  of  the  ConHdcrntions 
which,  I  think,  had  Ibme  Influence  to  my 
making  an  Attempt  in  this  Affair  ;  though  I 
did  not  then  much  think  of  any  Thing  more 
than  only  to  clear  myfelf,  and  Family,  of  par- 
taking in  the  public  Guilt  of  our  Land. and 
Nation  in  fuch  a  Nef^lecl  of  them. 

And  as  there  were  few  or  none  who  fecra- 
ed  fo  much  to  lay  theNectflicy  and  Importance 
of  tlicCafe  to  Heart,  as  to  exert  themfelves  in 
carncll:,  and  lead  the  Way  therein,  I  was  na- 
turally put  upon  Confideration  and  Enquiry 
what  Methods  might  have  the  greatelf  Pro- 
bability of  Succefs  ;  and  upon  the  whole  was 
fully  perfwadcd  that  this,  whicli  I  have  been 
purfui n.g,  had  by  far  the  grcatell  Probability 
of  any  that  had  been  propofed,  viz.  by  the 

MilHon 
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Million  of  their  own  Sons  in  Conji1n<5l:ioii 
wich  the  EnglifJ} ;  and  that  a  Number  of  Girls 
fhoCild  alfo  be  inftrucfted  in  whatever  iliould 
be  necefTary  to  render  them  fit,  to  perform  the 
Female  Part,  as  Houfe-wives,  School- miftrcf- 
fes,  Tayloreffes,  &c.  and  to  go  and  be  with 
thefe  Youth,  when  they  fhall  be  hundreds  of 
Miles  diflant  from  the  Englifi  on  the  Bufinefs 
of  their  Miflion  :  And  prevent  a  Neceflity  of 
their  turning  favage  in  their  Manner  of  Liv- 
ing, for  want  of  thofe  who  may  do  tho(b. 
Offices  for  them,  and  by  this  means  fupport 
the  Reputation  of  their  Miffion,  and  alfo  re- 
commend to  the  Savages  a  more  rational  and 
decent  Manner  of  Living,  than  that  which 
they  are  in- — And  thereby,  in  Time,  remedy 
and  remove  that  great,  and  hitherto  infupeia- 
ble  Difficulty,  fo  conflantly  complained  of 
by  all  our  Miffionarics  among  them,  as  the 
great  Impediment  in  the  Way  to  the  Succefs 
of  their  Miffion,  viz.  their  continual  rambling 
about ;  which  they  can't  avoid  fo  long  as  they 
depend  fo  mucj^  upon  Fifhing,  Fowling,  and 
Hunting  for  their  Support.  And  I  am  more 
and  more  perfwadcd,  tliat  I  have  fufficient 
and  unanfwerable  Reafons  to  jufiify  this  Plan. 
As, 
I.  The  deep  rooted  Prejudices  they  have 
fo  generally  imbibed  again!!:  the  EngliJI?,  xh'Sit 
they  are  fclfifh,  and  have  fecret  Deilgns  to 
incroach  upon  their  Lands,  or  otherwife 
wrong  them  in  their  Interefts. ,  This  Jealou- 
fy  feems  to- have  been  occafioned,  nouriflied, 

and 
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and  confirmed  by  fome  of  their  Neighbours, 
"who  have  got  large  Trads  of  their  Lands  for 
a  very  inconfiderable  Part  of  their  true  Value, 
and,  it  is  commonly  faid,  by  taking  the  Ad- 
vantage of  them  when  they  were  intoxicated 
with  Liquor.  And  alfo,  by  unrighteous  Dea- 
lers, who  have  taken  fuch  Advantage  to  buy 
their  Skins  and  Furrs  at  lefs  than  half  Price, 
&c.  And  perhaps  thefe  Jealoufies  may  be, 
not  a  little,  increafed  by  a  Concioufnefs  of 
their  ownPerfidy  andlnhumanity  towards  the 
Englifi.  And  it  feems  there  is  no  Way  to  a- 
void  the  bad  Influence  and  Eifccls  of  thefe 
Prejudices,  at  prefent,  unlefs  it  be  by  thcMif- 
fion  of  their  own  Sons.  And  it  is  reafonable 
to  fuppofe  their  Jealoufies  are  not  lefs,  fince 
the  late  Conqueft  in  this  Land,  by  which 
they  are  put  into  our  Power,  than  they  were 
before. 

2.  An  7;/^/rt«  Miflionary  may  be  fupported 
with  lefs  than  half  the  Expence,  that  will  be 
necefTary  to  fupport  an  Englijhman,  who  can't 
conform  to  their  Manner  of  Living,  and  who 
will  have  no  Dependance  upon  them  for  any 
Part  of  it.     And  an  Indian  who  fpeaks  their 
Language,  it  may   reafonably  be  fnppofed, 
will  be  at  leaft  four  Times  as  ferviccable  a- 
mong  them,  fuppofmg  he  be  other  wife  equal- 
ly qualified  as  one  who  can  communicate  to 
or  receive  nothing  from  them,  but  by  an  In- 
terpreter :  He  may  improve  all  Opportunities 
not  only  in  Public,  but,  "  when  he  fits  in 
the  Houfe,  walks  by  the  Way,  when  he  lies 

down 
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down,  and  when  he  rifes  up  :"  And  fpeak 
with  as  much  Life  and  Spirit  as  the  Nature 
and  Importance  of  the  Matter  require,  which 
is  very  much  loft  when  communicated  by  au 
Interpreter. 

3.  Indian  Miflionaries  may  be  fuppofed 
better  to  underftand  theTempers  andCuftoms 
of  Indians,  and  more  readily  to  conform  to 
them  in  a  thoufand  Things  than  the  Englijh 
can  ;  and  in  Things  wherein  the  Nonconfor- 
mity of  the  Englifi  may  caufe  Difgulf,  and 
be  conftrued  as  the  Fruit  of  Pride,  and  an 
Evidence  and  Expreflion  of  their  Scorn  and 
Difrefpe6t. 

4.  The  Influence  of  their  own  Sons  among 
them  will  likely  be  much  greater  than  of  any 
Englifhman  whatfoever.  They  will  look  up- 
on fuch  an  one  as  one  of  them,  his  Interefl: 
the  fame  with  theirs  ;  and  will  naturally  ef- 
teem  him  as  an  Honour  to  their  Nation,  and 
be  more  likely  to  fubmit  patiently  to  his  In- 
ftru6lions  and  Reproofs  than  to  any  Englijh 
Miflionary.  This  is  quite  evident  in  the  Cafe 
of  Mr.  Occom,  whofe  Influence  among  the 
Indians^  even  of  his  own  Tribe,  is  much  grea- 
ter than  any  other  Man's  ;  and  when  he  fhall 
fettle  and  live  decently,  and  in  Fafliion,  a- 
mong  them,  will  likely  do  more  to  invite 
them  to  imitate  his  Manner  of  Livmg,  than 
any  Englijliman. 

5.  The  Acquaintance  andFriendfhip  which' 
IndianBoy^  from  diflferent  and  diftantTribcsand 
Places,  will  contrail  and  cultivate,  while  to- 
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gether  at  School,  may,  and  if  they  arc  zea- 
loufly  aire(^l:ed  wili,  be  improved  much  for 
the  Advantage  and  Furtherance  of  the  De- 
flgn  of  theirMiffion  ;  while  they  fend  to,  hear 
from,  or  vifit  one  another,  confirming  the 
Things  which  have  been  fpaken.  And  this 
without  fo  much  Ceremony  to  introduce  one 
another,  as  will  be  necefFary  in  the  Cafe  of 
■Englifi  MiiTionaines  ;  and  without  the  Cumbei" 
and  Expence  of  Interpreters. 

6,  Indian  Miilionaries will  not  difdain  to- 
own  EngHfh  ones,  who  fhall  be  AlTociates 
with  them,  (  where  the  EngliJI?  can  be  intro- 
duced )  as  elder  Brethren  ;  nor  fcorn  to  be 
advifed  or  reproved,  counfclled  or  condu(!:led 
by  them  ;  efpccially  fo  long  as  they  Ihall  be 
fo  much  dependent  upon  the  Englifl)  for  their 
Support;  which  wili  likely  be  till  God  has 
made  them  his  People;  and  then,  likely,  they 
v^'iU  not  ftand  in.fueh  need  of  Evglifh  Guides 
and  Counfellors.  And  they  will  mutually 
help  one  another,  to  recommend  the  Dcfign 
to  the  favourable  Reception  and  good  Liking 
of  the  Pagans,  remove  their  Prejudices,  con- 
ciliate their  Friendship,  and  induce  them  to 
repofc  due  Confidence  in  the  EmVijld. 

7.  In  this  ScliGol,  Children  of  different  Na- 
tions may,  and  eafily  will  learn  one  another's 
Language,  and  Englilh  Youth  may  learn  of 
them  ;  and  fo  fave  the  vaft  Expence  and 
Trouble  of  Interpreters  ;  and  their  Minidry 
be  much  more  r>cccptable  and  cdif)  ing  to  the 
Ir.diaus,  Bar, 

S.  There 
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S.  There  is  no  fuch  thing  as  fending 
Kitgltjl)  Miflionaries,  or  fetting  up  and  main- 
taining EngliQj  Schools  to  any  good  Purpofc, 
,ia  moll  Places  among  them,  as  their  Temper, 
Stare  and  Condition  have  been  and  Itill  are. 
It  is  pollible  a  School  may  be  maintained  to 
ibme  good  Purpafe,  at  Onohoquagee,  where 
there  have  been  heretofore  feveral  faithful 
Miilionaries,  by  the  Blelling  of  God  upon 
whofe  Labours  the  Indians  are  in  fome  Mea- 
fure  civihzed,  fome  of  them  baptized,  a  Num- 
ber of  them  in  a  Judgment  of  Charity,  real 
.Chriilians  ;  and  vvnere  they  have  a  Sachem, 
3.vho  is  a  Man  of  Underftanding,  Virtue,  Stea- 
.dincfs,  and  entirely  friendly  to  .the  D^^ign  of 
propagating  the  Gofpel  among  them,  and 
zealous  to  promote  it.  And  where  the  Hon. 
Scotch  Commiffioners,  I  hear,  have  fent  two 
Miffionaries,  and  have  made  fome  At-tempt  to 
i^Qt  up  a  School.  But  at  Jeningo^  a  little  be- 
yond, they  will  by  no  means  admit  an  EngliJI^ 
.Miflionary  to  refide  among  them.  And  tho* 
they  were  many  of  them  under  great  Awa- 
kenings and  Concern,  by  God's  Blefling  on 
the  LaboA^rs  of  a  Chriftian  Indian  frorn  thefe 
Parts  ;  yet  fuch  was  the  violent  Oppofjtion 
of  Numbers  among  them,  that  it  was  thought 
by  no  means  fafe  for  an  KngliJJjynan  to  go  a- 
mong  them,  with  Defign  to  tarry  with  them.. 
And  like  to  this  is  the  Cafe  with  the  Parties 
of  Indians,  for  near  an  hundred  Miles  together, 
.on  the  Weft  Side  of  Sufqnehanah  River.  Ano- 
ther School  or  two   may   poffibly  be  fct  w^ 
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"W'ith  Succefs  among  the  Mobavjks,  where 
Mr.  Ogilvie  and  other  Epifcopal  Miflionaries 
have  beftowed  much  Labour,  to  good  Pur- 
pofe  ;  and  where  they  have  got  into  the  Way 
of  cultivating  their  Lands  for  a  Living,  and 
fo  have  more  AbiHty  to  fupport  their-  Chil- 
dren, and  lefsQccafion  to  ramble  abroad  with 
them.  But  even  in  thefe  Places  we  may  find 
it  more  difficult  than  we  imagine  before  the 
Trial  be  made  (though  I  would  by  no  means 
difcourage  the  Trial  of  every  feafible  Method 
for  the  accomplifhing  this  great  Defign)  but 
by  Acquaintance  with  the  Schools  which  the 
Hon.  luondon  CommifTioners  have  with  pious 
Zeal,  ^Qt  up  and  maintained  among  the  feve- 
ral  Tribes  in  thefe  Parts,  I  am  much  confir- 
med in  fuch  Sentiments.  Thefe  Parties  live 
amongfl,  and  are  encompafTed  by  the  Englijh^ 
have  long  had  good  Preaching,  and  Numbers 
of  them  appear  to  be  truly  godly.  Yet  fuch 
is  the  favage  Temper  of  many,  their  want  of 
due  Efteem  for  Learning,  and  Gratitude  to 
their  Bcncfa(fl:ors,  and  efpecially  their  want  of 
Government,  that  their  School-Maflers,  tho' 
fkilful  and  faithful  Men,  confiantly  complain 
they  can't  keep  the  Children  in  any  Meafure 
conflant  at  School.  Mr.  Clclland  the  School- 
Mafler  at  Mohegan  has  often  told  me  what 
unwearied  Pains  he  has  taken  by  vifiting,  an4 
difcoiirfing  with  their  Parents,  &c.  to  remedy 
this  Evil,  and  after  all  can't  accomplifh  it. 
The  Children  are  fuffered  to  n*  gle<5l  their  At- 
tendance on  Inllrudico,   and  waftc  much 
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Time,  by  which  means  they  don't  learn  Co 
much  in  feveral  Years  as  they  might,  and  o- 
thers  do  in  one,  who  are  taken  out  of  the 
reach  of  their  Parents,  and  out  of  the  way  of 
Indian  Examples,  and  are  kept  to  School  un- 
der good  Government  and  conflant  Inftruc- 
tion.  I  the  rather  mention  this  Inftance,  be- 
caufe  of  the  well-known  Fidelity  and  Skill  of 
;that  good  Gentleman,  and  becaufe  that  Tribe 
are  as  much  civilized,  and  as  many  of  them 
Chriftianized,  as  perhaps  any  Party  of  them 
in  this  Government.  And  b}^  all  I  can  learn, 
it  is  no  better  in  this  refpedl  with  any  other. 
They  are  fo  difaffedled ;  towards  a  good  and 
neceflary  Government,  that  as  gentle  an  Ex- 
ercife  of  it  as  may  be,  and  anfwer  the  Defign 
of  keeping  up  Order  and  Regulamy  in  any 
Meafure  among  them,  will  likely  fo  difgufl: 
them  as  to  render  the  Cafe  worfe  rather  than 
better.  Captain  Martin  Kellog  complain'd  of 
ithis  as  his  great  Difcouragement  in  the  School 
at  StockbridgCf  notwithilanding  he  underftood 
as  well  as  any  Man  the  Difpofition  oC Indians, 
and  had  the  Advantage  of  knowing  their 
JLanguage  and  Cuftoms,  having  been  fo  long 
a  Captive  among  them,  and  was  high  in  their 
Affedion  and  Elteem  ;  yet  he  was  obliged  to 
take  the  Children  home  to  Weathersfield  with 
him,  quite  away  from  their  Parents,  before 
he  could  exercife  that  Government  which  was 
necelTary  in  order  to  their  profiting  at  Schooh 
But  as  to  mod  Places,  there  is  no  fuch  thing 
at  prefent  as  introducing  either  £^^///7;  School- 
Ma  fters 
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Maflcrs  or  Miffionarics  to  continue  wjtli 
them  ;  fuch  are  their  Prejudices  in  general, 
and  fuch  the  malevolent,  and  ungovernable 
Temper  of  fome,  that  none  but  an  Inaian 
Would  dare  venture  his  Life  among  them. 

And  befides  all  this,  they  are  fo  extremely 
poor,  and  depend  fo  much  upon  Hunting 
for  a  Livelihood,  that  they  are  in  no  Capacity 
to  fupport  their  Children  at  School,  if  their 
Difpoiition  for  it  were  €ver  fo  good. 

Mk.  Occom  informed  me  by  a  Letter  from 
the  0};eida  Country  laft  Summer,  and  the 
fame  Account  I  had  alfo  from  the  young  Man 
which  I  fent  there,  that  the  Indkwj  were  al- 
moll  (larved,  having  nothing  to  live  upon 
but  what, they  got  by  Fifhing,  Fowling  and 
liuntjng,  ^hat  he  had  ,no  other  Way  to  come 
at  them,  to  preach  to  them,  but  by  following 
them  from  Piace  to  Place  in  their  Hunting. 
And  though  the  Condition  of  all  may  not  be 
quite  fo  indigent  as  of  thefe,  nor  the  Coiidji- 
tion  of  thefe  at  all  Times  quite  fo  bad  as  it 
"was  then,  3^et  it  is  well  known  that  they  uni- 
Terfally  depend  .upoji  Roving  and  Hunting 
mainly  for  their  Support  ;  and  whoever  has 
heard  the  conltant  Complaint  of  Miflionaries, 
and  theMatter  of  their  Difcouragemenr,  or  has 
only  read  what  the  Reverend  Mefli'rs.  Sers^cant 
and  D.  Braiiierdh-3L\'Q.  wrote  upon  this  Head, 
can't  charge  me  with  writing  without  fuflicicnt 
Evidence,  and  good  Authority,  if  I  had  no 
other  but  theijrs. 

And 
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And  -what  are  a  few  Inftances,  where 
Schools  may  poffibly  be  maintained  to  fome 
good  Purpolb,  compared  with  thofc  Tribes 
and  Nations  of  them,  where  there  are  no 
Circumftances  at  prefent,  but" their  Mifery 
and  Neceflity,  to  invite  us  fo  much  a-s  to 
make  the  Trial. 

By  the  Blefling  of  God  on  his  late  MajeftyV 
Arms,  there  is  now,  no  doubt,  a  Door  open- 
ed for  a  hundred  Miffionaries ;  and  (  unlefe 
we  can  find  fuch  as  can  fpeak  to  them  in 
their  own  Language  )  for  as  many  Interpre- 
ters ;  and  perhaps  for  ten  Times  that  Number, 
provided  we  could  find  fuch  as  are  fuitable' 
for  the  Bufniefs,  and  fuch  as  may  be  introdu- 
ced in  a  Way  agreeable  to  the  Savages,  and 
fo  as  to  avoid  the  bad  Effecis  of  their  Prejudi- 
ces ag-ainfb  the  EngUjh.         But, 

9.  Th  r  r  e  are  very  few  or  no  Interpreters^ 
who  are  fuitable  and  well-accomplifhed  for 
the  Bufinefs,  to  be  had.  Mr.  Occom  found 
great  Difficulty  la  ft  Year  in  his  Miflion  on  this 
Account.  And  not  only  the  Caufe,  but  his 
own  Reputation  fufiered  much  by  the  Un^ 
fuithfulnefs  of  the  Man  he  employed.  ' 

I  SUPPOSE  the  Interpreters  now  employed 
by  the  Flon.  Commiflioners  are  the  beft  that 
are  cf>  be  had  at  prefenr.  But  how  many 
Nations  are  there  for  whom  there  is  no  In-^ 
terpreter  at  all,  except,  it  may  be,  fome  ig-' 
norant  and  perhaps  vicious  Perfon,  who  has 
been  their  Captive,  and  whom  it  is  utterly 
luifafe  to  truft  in  Matters  of  fuch  eternal  Con- 
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fequencc.  And  how  fhall  this  Difficulty  be 
remedied  ?  It  leems  it  muft  be  by  one  of  thefe 
two  Ways,  viz.  either  their  Children  muft 
come  to  us,  or  ours  go  to  tjiem.  But  who 
will  venture  their  Children  with  them,  unlefs 
with  fome  of  the  civihzed  Parties,  who  have 
given  the  ftrongeft  Teftimonies  of  their 
Fr.icndfhip  ?  If  it  be  faid,  that  all  the  Natives 
are  now  at  Peace  with  us  :  It  may  be,  their 
Chiefs,  and  the  better-temper'd  Part  of  them 
are  fo.  But  who  docs  not  know  that  their 
Leagues  and  Covenants  with  us  are  little 
worth,  ,and  like  to  be  fo  till  they  become 
Chriftians  ?  And  that  the  tender  Mercies  of 
many  of  them  are  Cruelty  ?  Who  is  fo  unac- 
quainted with  the  Hiftory  of  them,  as  not  to 
know,  there  is  Reafon  to  think,  there  arc 
many  among  their  la vvlefs Herds,  who  would 
gladly  embrace  an  Opportunity  to  commit  a 
fecret  Murder  on  fuch  Englip  Youth  ? — Even 
Mr.  Occom,  though  an  Indian,  did  not  think  it 
fafe  for  him,  being  of  another  Tribe  and 
Language,  and  in  fuch  Connections  with  the 
Englifiy  to  go  among  the  numerous  Tribe  of 
the  Senecas^  where  he  had  no  Avenger  of  his 
Blood  for  them  to  fear. 

When,  and  as  foon  as  the  Method  pro- 
pofed  by  the  Rev'd  MclT.  Sergeant  and  Brai^ 
Herd,  can  be  put  into  Execution,  viz.  to  have 
Lands  appropriated  to  the  Ufc  of  Indian 
Schools,  and  prudent  fkilful  Farmers,  or 
Tradefmen,  to  lead  and  infl:ru6l  the  Boys, 
and  Miftreffes  to  inftrud  the  Girls  in  fuch 
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Manufadnres  as  are  proper  for  them,  at  cer- 
tain Hours,  as  a  Diverfjoii  from  their  School 
Exercifes,  and  the  Children  taken  quite  away 
from  tiieir  Parents,  and  the  pernicious  Influ- 
ence of  Indian  Examples,  there  may  be  fome 
good  Profped  of  great  Advantage  by  Schools 
among  them. 

And  mud  it  be  efleemed  a  wild  Imagina^ 
tion,  if  it  be  fuppofed  that  well-inftruded, 
fober,  religious  Indians,  may  with  fpecial  Ad- 
vantage be  employed  as  Mailers  and  MiftreiTes 
in  fuch  Schools  ;  and  that  the  Deiign  will  be 
much  recommended  to  the  Indians  thereby  ; 
and  that  there  may  be  fpecial  Advantage  by 
fuch,  ferving  as  occafional  Interpreters  for 
Vifitors  from  different  Nations  from  Time  ta 
Time  ;  and  they  hereby  receive  the  fulleft 
Convi6lion  of  the  Sincerity  of  our  Intentions, 
and  be  confirmed  and  eftablifhed  in  friendly 
Sentiments  of  us,  and  encouraged  to  fend 
their  Children, &c.  ? 

Jam  fully  perfwaded  from  the  Acquain- 
tance I  have  had  with  them,  it  will  be  found, 
whenever  the  Trial  (hall  be  made,  to  be  very 
difficult  if  not  impoflible,  unlefs  the  Arm  of 
the  Lord  fhould  be  revealed  in  an  eminent 
Manner,  to  cure  them  of  fuch  favage  and 
fordid  Pradices,  as  tliey  have  been  inured  to 
from  their  Mother's  Womb,  and  form  their 
Minds  and  Manners  to  proper  Rules  of  Vir- 
tue, Decency  and  Humanity,  while  they  are 
daily  under  the  pernicious  Influence  of  their 
Parents  Example,  and  their  many  Vices  made 
familiar  thereby.  D  lo.  I 
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10.  I  HAVE  found  by  Experience,  there 
may  be  a  thorough  and  effcdual  Exercife  of 
Government  in  fuch  a  School,  and  as  fevere 
as  ftiall  be  ncccflary,  without  Oppofition 
from,  or  Offence  taken  by,  any.  And  who 
does  not  know,  that  Evils  fo  oblHnate  as 
thofe  w^e  may  reafonably  expe«f1:  to  iind  com- 
mon in  the  Children  of  Savages,  will  require 
that  which  is  fevere  ?  Sure  I  am,  they  mufl 
iind  fuch  as  have  better  Natures,  or  fomething 
more  effe^ually  done  to  fubdue  their  vicious 
Inclinations,  than  moll  I  have  been  concern- 
ed with,  if  it  be  not  fo.  And  moreover,  in 
fuch  a  School,  there  will  be  the  bed  Oppor- 
tunity to  know  who  has  fuch  a  Genius  and 
Difpofjtion,  as  moil  invite  to  beflow  extraor- 
dinary Expence  to  fit  them  for  fpccial  Ufe- 
fulnefs. 

1 1.  We  have  the  greateO:  Security  we  can 
have,  that  when  they  are  educated  and  fitted 
for  it,  they  will  be  employed  in  that  Budnci's. 
There  is  no  likelihood  at  all  that  they  will, 
though  ever  fo  well  qualified,  get  into  Bufi- 
iiefs,  either  as  School-Maffcrs  or  Miniilers, 
among  the  EngliJI) ;  at  Icall  till  the  Credit  of 
their  Nations  be  raifed  many  Degrees  above 
what  it  now  is,  and  conlcqucnrly  they  can't 
be  employed  as  will  be  honorable  for  them, 
or  in  any  Bufinefs  they  will  be  tit  for,  but  a- 
mong  tiicir  own  Nation.  And  it  may  rea- 
fonably be  luppofed,  their CorapafHon  towards 
their  "  Bicthrcrt 'according  to  the  Flcfli"  will 
molt  naturally  incline  them  to,  and  determine 
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thetn  upon  fuch  an  Emplo3^ment  as  they  were 
fitted  and  deligned  for.  And  bcfides  all  this, 
abundant  Experience  has  taught  us,  that  fuch 
3.  change  of  Diet,  and  manner  of  Living  as 
Miffionaries  mult  generally  come  into,  will 
not  con  fill  with  the  Health  of  many  Engliflj- 
men.  And  they  will  be  obliged  on  that  Ac- 
count to  leave  the  Service,  though  otherwife 
well  difpofed  to  it.  Nor  can  this  Difficulty 
be  avoided  at  prcfent  (certainly  not  without 
great  Expence.)  But  there  is  no  great  Dan- 
ger or  Difficulty  in  this  Refpe^l  as  to  Indians, 
who  will  only  return  to  what  they  were  ufed 
to  from  their  Mother's  Womb. 

And  there  may  alfo  be  admitted  into  this 
School,  promiling  Englifi  Youth  of  pregnant 
Parts,  and  who  from  the  beft  Principles,  and 
by  the  beft  Motives,  are  inclined  to  devote 
themfelves  to  that  Service  ;  and  who  will  na- 
turallv  care  for  their  State. 

Divine  Skill  in  Things  fpiritual,  pure  and 
fervent  Zeal  for  the  Salvation  of  Souls,  fhi- 
ning  Examples  of  Piety  and  Godlinefs,  by 
which  Pagans  will  form  their  firft  Notions  of 
Religion,  rather  than  from  any  Thing  that 
fliall  be  faid  to  them,  arc  moft  neceffary  Qua- 
lificarions  in  a  Miffionary  -,  and  promiie  more 
real  Good  than  is  to  be  expelled  from  many 
Times  the  Number  who  have  never  "  known 
the  Terrors  of  the  Lord,"  and  have  no  expe^ 
rimental,  and  therefore  no  right  -Underftan- 
ding  of  the  Nature  of  Cojiverflon  and  the  Way 
wherein  it  is  wrought.    Such  were  never  un- 
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der  the  governing  Influence  of  a  real  Senfe 
of  the  Truth,  Reality,  Grcatnefs  and  Impor- 
tance of  eternal  Things,  and  therefore  will 
not  be  likely  to  treat  them  fuitable  to  the  Na- 
ture and  eternal  Confequences  of  them,  fure- 
ly  they  will  not  naturally  doit.  And  how  fad 
are  like  to  be  the  Confequences  to  thofc  who 
are  watching  to  fee  whether  the  Preacher 
himfelf  does  really  believe  the  Things  which 
he  fpeaks. 

In  fuch  a  School  their  Studies  may  be  di- 
rected with  a  fpecial  View  to  the  Deilgn  of 
their  Miffion.  Several  Parts  of  Learning, 
which  have  no  great  Subferviency  to  it,  ^nd 
"which  will  confame  much  Time,  may  be  lefs 
purfued,  and  others  moft  neceffary  made  their 
chief  Study.  And  they  may  not  only  learn 
the  Pagan  Languages,  but  will  naturally  get 
an  Underflanding  of  their  Tempers,  and  ma^ 
ny  of  their  Cultoms,  w-hich  mufi:  needs  be 
nfeful  to  Miffionaries.  And  inftead  of  a  deli- 
cate Manner  of  Living,  they  may  by  Degrees, 
as  their  Health  will  bear,  enure  themfelves  to 
fuch  a  Way  of  Living  as  will  be  moft  conve- 
nient for  them  to  come  into  when  on  their 
Miffion. 

An  d  if  the  one  half  of  the  Indian  Boys  thus 
educated  Oiall  prove  good  and  ufeful  Men, 
there  will  be  noReafon  to  regret  our  Toil  and 
Expence  for  the  whole.  And  if  God  (hall 
deny  his  Bleffing  on  our  Endeavours,  as  to 
the  general  Defign,  it  may  be  thefe  particular 
Youth  may  reap  eternal  Advantage  by  what 

we 
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we  do  for  them  ;  and  if  but  one  in  ten  does 
fo,  we  (hall  have  no  Caufe  to  think  much  of 
the  Expence.     And  if  a  Blefling  be  denied  to 
all,  "  we  fhall  notwithftanding  be  unto  God 
a  fweet  Savour  of  Chrifl:  in  them  that  periih." 
After  the  Trial  I  made  of  this  Nature 
fome  Years  ago,    by  the  Affiflrance  of  the 
Honouraj^le     London    Commiflioners,    in 
the    Education  of    Mr.  Samfon  Occom,   one 
of  the    Mohegan  Tribe,      who   has    feveral 
Years  fince  been  a  ufeful  School-Mafler  and 
fuccefsful  Preacher  of  theGofpel  to  thelndians 
at  Montauk  on  Long-Ifland,  w^here  he  took  the 
Place  of  the    Rev.  Mr.  Horton,  Miflionary; 
and   was,  under  God,  inflrumental  to  cure 
them,  in  a  good  Meafure,  of  the  Wildnefs 
they  hadl^  t)een  led  into  by   fome  Exhorters 
from  New-E?igIaftJ^  and  in   a  Judgment  of 
Charity  was  the  Inftrument  of  faving  Good 
to  a  Number  of  them.     He  was  feveral  Years 
ago  ordained  to  the  facred  Miniftry  by  the  Re- 
verend Prefbytery  of  Suffolk  County  on  faid 
Ifland  ;  and   has  done  well,  fo  far  as  I  have 
heard,  as  aMiflionary  to  the  Om^j  Nation,  for 
twoYcars  pad.    MayGod  mercifully  preferve 
him,  amidft  loud  Applaufes,  fromfalhng  into 
the  Snare  and  Condemnation  of  the  Devil ! — • 
I  fay,  after  feeing  the  Succefs  of  this  Attempt, 
I  was  more  encouraged  to  hope  that  fuch  a 
Method  might  be  very  fuccefsful. 

With  thefe  Views  of  the  Cafe,  and  from 
fuch  Motives  as  have  been  mentioned,  above 
Eight  Years  ago  I  wrote  to  the  Reverend 
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jfohn  Bra'merdy  Miflionary  in  New-Jerfey,  de- 
firing  him  to  fend  me  two  likely  Boys  for  this 
Purpcfc,  of  the  Deleuuare  Tribe  :  He  accor- 
dingly fent  me  John  Tumjl/ire  in  the  14th, 
and  Jacob  WooUey  in  the  i  ith  Years  of  their 
Age;  they  arrived  hereDfcfw^^r  18//?.  1754. 
and  behaved  as  well  as  could  be  reafonably 
expedled  ;  ^umjlnre  made  uncommon  Profi- 
ciency in  Writing.  They  continued  with 
me  till  they  had  made  con fiderablc  Progrefs 
in  the  Latin  and  Greek  Tongues  ;  when 
^umpire  began  to  decline,  and  by  the  Ad- 
vice of  Phyfjcians,  I  fent  him  back  to  his 
Friends,  with  Orders,  if  his  Health  would 
allow  it,  to  return  with  two  more  of  that 
Nation,  whom  Mr.  Braitierd  had  at  my  De- 
fire  provided  for  me.  Tiimjlolre  fet  out  on 
his  Journey,  November  lA^th.  lys^*  and  got 
Home,  but  foon  died.  And  on  April  ()th. 
i757i  J'^fip^^  Wool  ley  and  Hezekiah  Calvin 
came  on  the  Horfe  which  ^nmjlnre  rode. 

The  Decline  and  Death  of  thisYouth  was 
an  inflrudive  Scene  to  me,  and  convinced 
me  more  fully  of  the  Neceflity  of  fpecial  Care 
refpe^ting  theirDiet  ;  and  that  more  Exercile 
■was  neceffary  for  them,  cfpecially  at  their 
firll;  coming  to  a  full  Table,  and  with  fo  keen 
an  Appetite,  than  was  ordinarily  necellary  for 
EngliQ)  Youth.  And  with  the  Exercise  of 
fuch  Care,  as  one  who  underftan-ds  the  Cafe, 
and  is  willing  to  take  the  Trouble  of  it,  may 
ufe,  I  am  perfuaded  there  is  no  more  Danger 
of  their  Studies  being  fatal  to  them,  than  to 

our 
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our  own  Children.  There  have  been  feveral 
long  Fits  of  Sicknefs  of  one  and  another  in 
this  School,  with  a  nervous  Fever, Pleurifies, 
Dyfenterys,  &c.  but  perhaps  not  more  than 
have  been  among  fo  large  a  Number  of  com- 
mon labouring  People  in  fo  long  a  Time. 

Sometime  after  thole  Boys  came,  the 
Affair  appearing  with  an  agreeable  Afpe(^,  it 
being  then  a  Time  of  profound  Peace  in  this 
Country,  I  reprefented  the  Affair  to  Colonel 
Elijha  Willia?ns,  Efq;  late  Reaor  of  Tale-Col- 
lege, and  to  the  Rev'd  Mefli'rs  Samuel Mofeley 
oi  Windham^  and  Benjamin^ omeroy  of  Hebron^ 
and  invited  them  to  join  me  ;  they  readily 
accepted  the  Invitation  ;  and  a  Gentleman 
learned  in  the  Law  fuppofed  there  might  be 
fuch  an  Incorporation  among  ourfelves  as 
might  fully  anfwer  our  Purpofe.  And  Mr. 
Jqfloua  Moor,  late  of  Mansfield,  deceafed,  ap- 
peared to  give  a  fmall  Tenement  in  this  Place, 
for  the  Foundation,  Ufe  and  Support  of  a 
Charity-School,  for  the  Education  oi  Indian 
Youth,  &c.  But  it  pleafed  God  to  take  the 
good  Colonel  from  an  unthankful  World  foon 
after  the  Covenant  was  made  and  executed, 
and  thus  deprived  us  oftheBenefitofhisfrngu- 
lar  Learning,  Piety  and  Zeal  in  the  Afiair. 
Notwith(tanding,aSubfcription  was  foon  made 
of  near  ;f. 500  lawful  Money,  towards  a  Fund 
for  the  Support  of  it  at  6  per  Cent.  But  fe- 
veral Gentlemen  of  the  Law,  doubting  of  the 
Validity  and  Sufficiency  of  fuch  an  Incorpo- 
ration ;    feveral  Steps  were  taken  to  obtain 

the 
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the  Royal  Favour  of  a  Charter,  but  none  ef- 
fe<^ual.  The  War  loon  commenced,  and 
the  Reports  from  Day  to  Day  of  the  Ravages 
made,  and  Inhumanities  and  Butcheries  com- 
mitted by  the  Savages  on  all  Quarters,  raifed 
in  the  Brealls  of  great  Numbers,  a  Temper  fo 
warm,  and  fo  contrary  to  Charity,  that  I 
feldom  thought  it  prudent  fo  much  as  to  men- 
tion the  Affair,  Many  advifed  me  to  drop 
it,  but  it  appeared  to  others  fo  probable  to 
be  the  very  Method  which  God  would  own, 
that. I  thought  better  to  fcrabble  along  with 
it,  as  well  as  I  could,  till  divine  Providence 
fhould  clian^e  the  Scene. 

The  Profpedls,  notwithftanding  our  out- 
ward Troubles,  feemed  to  be  increafing : 
Such  w^as  the  orderly  and  good  Behaviour  of 
the  Boys,  through  the  Blelling  of  God  on  In- 
flrudion  and  Difcipline,  that  Enemies  could 
find  but  little  or  nothing  that  was  true 
wherewith  they  might  reproach  the  Deljgn  ; 
and  thofe  whofe  Sentiments  were  friendly, 
obferved  with  Pleafure  the  good  Effci^ls  of 
our  Endeavours  :  And  the  Liberalities,  efpe- 
cially  of  Gentlemen  of  Charadler,  encouraged 
me  more  and  more  to  believe  it  to  be  of  God, 
and  that  he  defigncd  to  fucceed  and  profper 
it,  to  the  Glory  of  his  own  great  Name  ;  and 
that  I  ought  in  Compliance  with  fuch  Inti- 
mations of  Providence  from  Time  to  Time, 
proportionably  to  increafe  the  Number. 

I  HAVE  had   two   upon  my  Hands  fince 
December  iStb,    1754,  and  Four  fjnce  ^prll, 
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1757,  and  Fiveflnce  ^pril  ijs^^  and  Seven 
fince  November^  1760.  and  Eleven  fince 
Augiijl  ifl.  iy6i,  and  after  this  Manner  they 
have  encreafed  as  I  could  obtain  thofe  who 
appeared  promifing.  And  for  fome  Time  I 
have  had  Twenty-live  devoted  to  School  as 
conftantly  as  their  Health  will  allow,  and 
they  have  all  along  been  fo,  excepting  that 
in  an  extraordinary  Croud  ofBufinefs,  I  have 
fometimes  required  their  Affiftance.  But 
there  is  no  great  Advantage,  excepting  to 
themfelves,  to  be  expelled  from  their  Labour, 
nor  enough  to  compenfate  the  Trouble  of 
inftru6ling  them  in  it,  and  the  Repair  of  the 
Mifchiefs  they  will  do,  while  they  are  igno- 
rant of  all  the  Affairs  of  Hufbandry,  and  the 
Ufe  of  Tools.  The  principal  Advantage  I 
have  ever  had  in  this  Refpccft  has  been  by 
Du'vid  FovAer  and  Jofeph  Woolley^  and  more 
by  David  than  all  the  reft  :  Thcfe  Lads  will 
likely  make  good  Farmers,  if  they  Ihould 
ever  have  the  Advantage  of  EKperience  in  it. 
Th  r  e  f  of  this  Number  are  Englljlo  Youth, 
one  of  which  is  gone  for  a  Time  to  New- 
Jerfey  College,  for  the  fake  of  better  Advan- 
tage for  fomeParts  of  Learning:  He  has  made 
fome  Proficiency  in  the  Mohawk  Tongue  : 
The  other  two  are  fitting  for  the  Bufinel's  of 
Miflionaries.  One  of  the  Indianh'^ds  is  Jacob 
TFooIIej,  who  is  now  in  his  laft  Yearat  New- 
Jcrfej  College,  and  is  a  good  Scholar  ;  he  is 
here  by  the  Leave  and  Order  of  thePrefident, 
defigning  to  get  fome  Acquaintance  with  the 
E  Mohawk 
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Mohawk  Tongue.  Two  others  are  fent  here 
by  the  Rev.  Mr. BraiKera,  and  are  defigned  for 
Trades ;  the  one  for  a  Blackfmith  (  a  Trade 
much  wanted  among  the  Indians)  and  is  to 
go  to  his  Apprenticefhip  as  foon  as  a  good 
Place  is  ready  for  him  ;  the  other  is  de^ 
figned  for  a  Carpenter  and  Joiner,  and  is  to 
go  to  an  ApprenticeOiip  as  foon  as  he  has 
learned  to  read  and  write.  Another  of  the 
Indians  is  Son  to  the  Sachem  at  Mohegan^  and 
is  Heir-aparent  ;  he  is  fomewhat  inflrm  as  to 
his  bodily  Health  :  For  his  Support  lafl  Year 
I  have  charged  nothinjj  more  than  loj.  law- 
ful  Money,  granted  by  the  Hon.  London  Cotn- 
miffioners.  Several  of  my  Scholars  are  con- 
fiderably  well  accomplifhcd  for  SchoolMaf- 
ters,  and  7  or  8  will  likely  be  well  fitted  for 
Interpreters  in  a  few  Years  more.  And  four 
of  this  Number  are  Girls,  whom  I  have  hired 
Women  in  this  Neighbourhood  to  inflrud  in 
all  the  Arts  of  good  Houfewifer}^  they  atten- 
ding the  School  one  Day  in  a  Week  to  be  in- 
firuiiled  in  writing,  &c.  till  they  fliall  be  fit 
for  an  Apprenticefhip,  to  be  taught  to  make 
Men's  and  Women's  Apparel,  &c.  in  order 
to  accompany  thefc  Boys,  when  ,they  fhall 
have  Occafion  for  fuch  AfUflance  in  the  Bu- 
lincfs  of  their  MifTion.  *     And   fix  of  them 

are

I  HAVE,  by  the  good  Providence  of  God, 
been  favoured  with  religious,  faithful  and 
learned  Matters,  in  general,  from  the  firll  fet- 
ting  up  of  this  School,  at  the  Expcnce  of  a- 
bout /^'.  56  lawful  Money  per  Annum,  i.  e. 
£,  3  per  Month,  with  their  'Board,  and  all 
Accoraaiodations,  and  a  Horfe  kept  or  pro- 
vided when  needed  ;  which  I  fuppofe  can't 
be  efteemed  lefs  than  the  Sum  which  I  men- 
tion :  And  if  this  feems  to  any  to  be  large,  I 
have  only  this  to  fay,  that  I  could  not  hav^ 
the  Choice  of  Mailers  at  lefs  Expence.  But 
E  z  the 

"*'   Cafe  Is — Ins  taklag  in  Girls   as   well  as   Boys,  if  Providence 
"  fucceed    the  Defign,  and  a  Fund   fufficient  to  carry  it  on  ca-n 

**   be  procured  : 1  mufl  needs  add   on  this  Head,  that  this 

"  Propofal  is  a  Matter  of  abfolute  Neceflity,  wherein  we  are  not 
*'  left  at  Liberty,  either  as  Men  or  Cbriflians  ;  for  there  cannot 
"  be  a  Propagation  of  Religion  among  any  People^  without  an 
"  cqaal  Regard  to  both  Sexes  ;  not  on^y  becaufe  Females  are 
***  alike  precious  Souts,  form'd  for  God  and  Religion  as  much  as 
""  the  Males  ;  but  alfo  becaufe  tl>e  Care  for  the  Souls  of  Chii- 
**  dien  in  Families,  and  more  efpeciilly  in  thofe  of  low  Degree, 
"  lies  chiefly  upon  the  Mothers  for  the  firft  7  or  8  Years  : 
'*  Which  is  an  Obfervation  or  Remark  which  I  had  the  Honour 
"  to  mike  unto  my  deat  and  honoured  ancient  Friend,  Henry 
"  Ntvjnian,  Efq;  Secretary  to  the  Hon  and  Rev.  Society  for 
^'  promoting  Chiiflian  Knowledge  ;  which  when  he  had  com- 
*•  municated  to  them  they  put  into  Print,  and  fcnt  it  to  the 
"  Diredora  of  the  1764  Schools  ;  {if  I  hrive  not  mifcounted) 
*'  -that  fo  a  greater  Proportion  of  Girls  might  be  taken  into  them 
"  to  receive  a  religious  Education  for  the  fake  of  their  PoHcrit-y, 
"  ani  therein  for  the  more  tfFetTiual  anfwering  the  vcrj  End.Qi 
"  their  Qharity  Schools." — — 
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the  Ex  pence  for  Tuition  will  likely  be  faved 
for  fome  Time,  by  theGenerofity  of  a  young 
Gentleman,  who  propofes  to  keep  it  gratis  a 
few  Months. 

The  Method  of  conducting  this  School 
has  been,  and  is  deligned  to  be  after  this  Man- 
ner, viz.  they  are  obliged  to  be  clean,  and 
decently  drelTed,  and  be  ready  to  attend 
Prayers,  before  Sun-rife  in  the  Fall  and  Win- 
ter, and  at  6  o'Clock  in  the  Summer.  A  Por- 
tion of  Scripture  is  read  by  feveral  of  the  Se- 
niors of  them  :  And  thofe  who  are  able  an- 
fwer  a  Queftion  in  they^JJejiibiysCatechi/hi^and 
have  fome  Qiieftions  allied  them  upon  it,  and 
anAnfwer  expounded  to  them.  After  Prayers, 
and  a  fhort  Time  for  their  Diverfion,  the 
School  begins  with  Prayer  about  9,  and  ends 
at  12,  and  again  at  2,  and  ends  at  5  o'  Clock 
with  Prayer.  Evening  Prayer  is  attended  be- 
fore the  Day-light  is  gone.  Afterwards  they 
apply  to  their  Studies,  &c.  They  attend  the 
pubhck  VVorfhip,  and  have  a  Pew  devoted 
to  their  Ufe,  in  the  Houfe  of  God.  On 
Lord's- Day  Morning,  between  and  after  the 
Meetings,  the  Mafter,  or  fome  one  whom. 
they  will  fubmit  to,  is  with  them,  infpedls 
their  Behaviour,  hears  them  read,  catechifes 
them,  difcourfes  to  them,  &c.  And  once  or 
twice  a  Week  they  hear  a  Difcourfe  calcula- 
ted to  their  Capacities  upon  the  moO  impor- 
tant and  intcrelling  Subjects.  And  in  gene- 
ral they  are  orderly  and  governable  :  They 
appear  to  be  as  perfcc^tly  eafy  and  contented  ■ 
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with  their  Situation  and  Employment  as  any 
^t  a  Father's  Houfe.  I  fcarcely  hear  a  Word 
of  their  going  Home,  fo  much  as  for  a  ViQt, 
for  Years  together,  except  it  be  when  they 
firft  come. 

And  the  Succefs  of  Endeavours  hitherto, 
the  general  Approbation  of  great  and  good 
Men,  and  the  Teftimonies  many  have  given 
of  it,  by  their  feafonable  Liberality  towards 
It's  Support,  have  feemed  to  me  fuch  evident 
Tokens  of  a  Divine  Hand  in  Favour  of  it, 
and  fo  plain  Intimations  of  the  Divine  Will 
concerning  it,  that  I  have,  as  I  faid  before, 
thought  it  Duty,  notwithftanding  all  Dif- 
couragements,  to  purfue  the  Dellgn,  and  en- 
deavour to  keep  Pace  with  the  Providences 
of  God  in  Favour  of  it  as  to  their  Number, 
and  trufl:  in  Him,  "  whofe  the  Earth  is,  and 
the  Fulnefs  thereof,  "  for  further  Supplies. 
And  I  have  hoped  this  would  be  efleemed 
fufHcient  to  clear  me  of  the  Imputation  of 
Prefumption  and  Rafhnefs  in  rifquing  my 
own  private  Interell,  as  I  have  done. 

The  Honourable  London  Commiffioners 
hearing  of  the  Defign,  enquired  into  it,  and 
encouraged  it  by  an  Allowance  of  12 1,  law- 
ful Money,  by  their  Vote  November  12.  1756, 
And  again  in  the  Year  1758  they  allowed  me 
20 1. —  and  in  November  4th,  1760,  granted 
me  an  annual  Allowance  of  .20 1.  for  my  Af- 
fiftance — and  in  Otloher  8th,  1761,  they  gran- 
ted me  12I.  towards  the  Support  of  Ifaiah 
Uncas,  Son  of  the  Sachem  of  Mohegan,  and 
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x'ol.  more  for  his  Support  the  following  Year. 
In  OBober  iys^.t  I  received  a  Legacy  of  fifty- 
nine  Dollars  of  Mrs.  y^nn  Bingham  o{  Windham. 
In  July  iy6i,  I  received  a  generous  Donation 
of  Fifty  Pounds  Sterling  from  the  Right  Hod. 
William,  Marquis  of  Lothian.  And  in  Nov, 
iy6i,a  Donation  of  25I.  St^rl.  from  Mr.  Har- 
dy of  London — and  in  Maj  1762,  a  fecond  Do- 
nation of  50I.  Sterl.  from  that  mod  Honorable 
-and  noble  Lord,  the  Marquis  of  Lothian  ;  and 
at  the  fame  Time  20 1.  Sterl.  from  Mr.  Samuel 
Savage j'Mevcho.ni  in  London  :  And  aCo]le<!:lion 
.of  Ten  Guineas  from  the  Rev.  Dr.  ^.  Gi^ords 
in  London  :  And  lol.  Sterl.  more  from  a  La- 
.dy  in  London^  unknown,  which  is  flill  in  the 
Hands  of  a  Fiiend,  and  to  be  remitted  with 
ibme  additional  Advantage,  and  to  be  accoun- 
ted for  when  received.     And  alfo  for  7  Years 
pafl  I  have,,  one  Year  with  another,  received 
about  III.  iawful  Money  Annually,  Interefl: 
of  Subfcriptions.     And  in   my   Journey    to 
T ortjmouth  lafl:  Jum^  I  received  in  private  Do- 
nations 66\.  ,17s.  ydi.  I -4th.  lawful  Money. 
•  I  alfo  received   for  the  Ufe  of  this  SchooJ,  a 
Bell  ofaboutSolb.  weight,  from  a  Gentleman 
in  London,     In  November  1761,  the  Grt^at  and 
General  Court  or  AfTembly  of  the  Province  of 
MaJJaclmfettS'Bay,  voted,  That  I  ihould  be  al- 
lowed to  take  under  my  Care  fix  Children  of 
the  Six  Nations,  for  Education,  Clothing  and 
Boarding,  and   be  allowed   for  that  Purpofc, 
for  each  of  faid  Children,  12I.  per  Annum  for 
one  Year,   which  Boys  I  Ijavc  obtained,  and 
thc}^  have  been  for  fome  Time  in  this  School. 

The 
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The  Honourable  Scotch  Commiilioners 
in  and  near  Bojlon^  underflanding  and  appro- 
ving of  the  Defign  of  fending  for  Indiaii  Chil- 
dren of  remote  Tribes,  to  be  educated  here, 
were  the  firft  Body,  or  Society,  who  have 
led  the  Way  in  making  an  Attempt  for  that 
Purpofc.  Which  becaufe  of  the  Newnefs  and 
remarkable  Succefs  of  it,  and  becaufe  it  may 
encourage  fuch  a  Defign  in  time  to  come,  I 
fuppofe  it  may  not  be  difagreeable,  if  I  am  a 
little  particular  in  my  Account  of  it  :  While 
I  was  in  Bofton  they  paffed  a  Vote  to  this  pur- 
pofc, May  7,  176 1,  "  That  the  Reverend  Mr. 
Wheelock  of  Lebanon  be  defired,  to  fit  out  Da- 
vid Fowler,  an  Indian  Youth,  to  accompany 
Mr.  Sampfon  Occom,  ^oing  on  a  Miffion  to  the 
Oneidas,  that  faid  David  be  fupported  on  faid 
Mifiion  for  a  Term  not  exceeding  4  Months ; 
and  that  he  endeavour  on  his  Return  to  bring 
with  him  a  Number  q{  Indian  Boys,  not  ex- 
ceeding three,  to  be  put  under  Mr.  Wheelock's 
Care  and  Infi:ru6tion,  and  that  20 1.  be  put 
into  Mr.  Wbeehck's  Hands  to  carry  this  De- 
fign into  Execution  ;  and  that  when  faid  Sum 
fhall  be  expended,  he  advife  theTreafurer  of 
it,  and  fend  his  Accounts  for  Allowance." 

PURSUANT  to  this  Vote  I  cloathed  and  fur- 
nifhed  faid  David  with  Horfe  and  Money,  for 
his  long  Tour  into  the  Wilderncfs,  which  he 
fet  out  on  June  loth,  in  Company  with  Mr. 
Qccom,  by  the  Way  of  NezU'Tork  ;  \h  which 
Journey  he  rode  above  a  thoufand  Miles,  and 
by  the  Advice,  Direvlion   and  AHidance  of 

Sir 
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SirWiL  LI  AM  Johnson,  obtained  three  603^8 
of  the  Mohawk  Nation,  who  were  willing  to 
leave  their  Friends  and  Country  and  come  a- 
mong  Strangers  of  another  Language,  and 
quite  another  Manner  of  Living,  and  where, 
perhaps,  no  one  of  their  Nation  then  living 
had  ever  been  ;  and  among  a  People  of  whom 
their  Nation  have  been  of  a  long  Time  incli- 
ned to  entertain  Jealoufies.  Their  Names 
•were  Jojeph,  Negj/es^  and  Center.  They  ar- 
rived here  Auguft  ill,  1761,  but  had  fo  much 
Caution  in  the  extraordinary  Entcrprize,  that 
they  brought  each  of  them  an  Horle  from 
their  own  Country.  Two  of  them  were  but 
little  better  than  naked,  and  could  not  fpeak 
a  Word  of  EngUfli.  The  other  being  of  a  Fa- 
mily of  DilHndion  amor;ig  them,  was  confi- 
derably  cloathed,  7»r//Vz«-fartiion,  and  could 
fpeak  a  few  Words  of  Englijh,  They  let  me 
know,  as  foon  as  I  could  undcrfland  them, 
that  Sir  Wm.  Johnson  had  told  them  they 
fhould  return  and  vifit  their  Friends  in  the 
Fall  of  the  Year.  I  took  fpt-edy  Care  to 
clean (e  O-nd  cloath  them.  They  many  Ways 
difcovered  fome  Jealoufies  rcfpet^ing  the  De- 
fign  of  their  coming  ;  but  by  Acquaintance 
and  PVeedom  with  oihcr Indians  in  the  School, 
and  by  conllant  Care  for  them  and  Kindncfs 
to  them,  thofe  Jealoulles  feemcd  in  a  little 
Time  to  wear  away,  and  they  appeared  to 
feel  and^jo}^  themfelves  as  though  they  had 
been  at  home  in  a  Father's  Houfe.  Daily 
Care  was  exercifcd  for  them,  and  particular 
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Caution  that  they  might  in  no  Inilance  appear 
to  be,  thro'  Dirrerpe(^T,  diftinguifhed  from  any 
in  the  School.  Such  Difl:in6lion,  or  any  thing 
which  they  apprehend  to  be  fo,  I  find  will 
at  once  occafion  Jealoufies  and  Difaffedion. 
And  this  feenis  to  be  agreeable  to  a  fettled 
Principle  among  themfelves,  (according  to 
which  they  are  wont  to  treat  their  Captives) 
viz.  that  thofe  who  take  the  Patronage  of 
Children,  not  their  own,  fhall  treat  them  in 
ail  refpeds  as  their  own. 

Centers  Countenance,  as  I  thought  when 
he  came,difcovered  that  he  was  not  in  Health. 
My  Suipicions  increafed,  and  the  IfTue  pro- 
ved they  were  not  groundlefs.  He  conti- 
nued with  me  till  the  Fall,  when  the  Phy- 
fician  I  employed  advifed  me,  that  his 
Difordcrs  threatned  his  Life,  and  prevailed 
to  fuch  a  Degree  that  he  looked  upon 
him  to  be  incurable,  and  that  he  judged 
it  beft  to  fend  him  back  to  his  Friends,  and 
that  foon,  or  it  would  be  too  late  to  fend  him 
at  all  ;  and  according  to  this  Advice  I  fenc 
him  away  with  Negyes^  having  furnilhed  them 
with  Money  for  their  Journey  into  the  Mo- 
hawk Country,  on  the  23d  Day  of  Ofiober, 
Jofeph  tarried  longer  to  accompany  young 
Kirtland^  who  was  learning  the  M^/mw/^  Lan- 
guage of  him,  and  whom  I  fent  into  that 
Country  to  obtain  Wx  Boys  of  thofe  Nations, 
to  partake  of  the  Benefit  of  Sir  Peter  War- 
ren's Legacy,  according  to  the  Inllrudions 
of  the  Ge'neral  Affembly  of  the  Province  of 
Maffachufetts-Bay^  before  mentioned. 

F  Center 
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Center  reached  home,  biit  diect  foon  afre^*. 
Negve^j  I  hear,  was  captivated  by  a  3'oung 
Female  and  married.  Mr.  Kirtland  and  Jojeph 
fet  out  for  xhcMohazuk  Country  Noveniher  4th, 
and  returned  November  27th,  and  brought 
two  Mohawk  Lads  with  them,  viz.  Mojes  afid 
Johannes,  by  whom  Sir  Wm.  Johnson  in- 
formed me  that  he  expetfVed  to  be  able  to  fend 
the  Rell  when  they  came  in  from  hunting. 
I  informed  the  Hon.  Corhm'iilioners  of  the 
State  of  the  Gafe,  and  by  a  Lettcf  from  the 
Reverend  Dr.  Chauncy,  Chair/han  of  their 
Co.nmittee,  in  the  Name  of  the  reft,  was  de- 
fired  to  let  theni  have  in  their  Pay  and  under 
their  Diredion  thefe  two  who  came  lafl:  with 
Jofeph,  which  I  confented  to,  provided  they 
would  remit  the  neceffary  Charges  which  t 
had  been  at  in- procuring  and  cloathing  them, 
and  give  me  as  I  afteruards  charged  thenl 
for  their  Support  and  Turtion,  upon  which 
Conditions  they  took  them.  I  immediately 
icnt  to  Sir  Wm.  JoH  NsoN  for  other  fix  to  par- 
take ofSir  Pet  E  k  W.Vr  r  e  n's  Legacy.  Thefe 
three,  viz.  Jofeph,  Meres  and  Johannes,  conti- 
nued with  me  in  the  Pay  of  theCommiffioners 
till  Alaj  27,  1762,  when  I  ofered  faid  Com-^' 
mittee  my  Acc6mpt,  the  whole  Amount  of 
which,  that  is,  -for  cloatliijig  and  furnifiiing^ 
David  with  Horfe  and  Money  lor  his  Support 
'in  his  long  Journey  of  feveral  Months,  the 
Expenre  of  the  Boy's  Journey  home  above 
200  Miles.  The  Expence  of  Kirttand^  Jour- 
nev  (exccj^ting  hi^  Hoife)  into  that  Country 
to  brrng-  down-  M^^ies   and   Johannes.     The 
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paduriiig  the  Horfes  of  the  firH:  three  the  thiic 
tliey  coQtiriued  here,  in  a  dry  and  ditHcukSea- 
foQ  ;  the  cloathing  all  live,  and  repairing  their 
Cloathing  the  whole  Time  they  tarried  ;  the 
iSoarding  and  Schooling  them,  finding  Vj/afh- 
ing,  Lodging,  Firewood,  Candles,  Books,  Pa- 
per, &c.  {  lay,  the  Amount  of  the  Expence 
for  the  Five  and  in  the  whole  Aiiair  for  near 
twelve  Months,  Errors  excepted,  was  but  jud 
58  1.  17  s.  7  d.  I -4th.  Sterling,  put  in  this  Ac- 
compt  I  charged  nothing  for  feveral  expenllvc 
Journeys  in  this  Qovernment,  taken  by  my- 
felf,  and  another  preparatory  and  neccflary  to 
the  Delign  of  David's  Miflion,  nor  for  any 
Labour,  Care  or  Pains  of  my  own  thereiu 
from  hrft  to  lail— -For  their  Board,  Walhing 
and  Lodging  but  5  s.  per  Week  ;  the  low  eft 
comtnon  price  in  thefe  Parts  vyas  6  s.  L.  M, 
What  Cloathing,  S^c.  they  had  of  me,  I  char- 
ged at  the  loweft  CaCh-price,  and  what  I  got 
for  them  of  our  Traders,  Shoemakers,  Taylors^ 
&CC.  I  charged  juit  as  they  charged  me,withouc 
any  Advance  in  one  Inftance.  I  charged  no- 
thing for  extraordinary  Trouble  and  Care  for 
Center,  in  his  declining  State  ;  nor  did  the 
Phyfician  charge  for  what  he  did  for  him. 
And  there  were  other  Provifions  made  to  pre- 
vent Expence  of  Money  in  their  Journeyings 
more  than  is  common,  for  which  there  was 
nothing  chargecj,  by  all  which  the  Accompt 
was  fomewhat   lefs  than  it  would  othcrwife 

have  been Bat  then  on  the  other  Hand  i^ 
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1,  That  Provifions  of  all  Sorts  were  then, 
and  flill  are,  at  an  higher  Price  than  ever  be- 
fore in  thefe  Parts,  occafioned  by  the  preceed- 
ing  Wars  and  extreme  Drought.  When  they 
are  reduced  to  their  ufaal  Price,  the  Expence 
of  educating  Indian  Youth  will  t5^  much  lefs. 

2.  The  Circumftances  of  this  Undertaking 
were  extraordinary,  nnd   the    necelTary   Ex- 
pences  of  it  were  confequently  fo,  and  fuch 
as  there  may  never  be  fuchOccafion  for  again. 
This  was  the  opening  a  Door  which  never 
had  been  opened  for  fuch  a  Purpofe  to  thefe 
Nations  ;  and  it  was  thought  by  many  who 
knew  their  great  Fondncis  for  their  Children, 
that  it  could  not  be  foon  accompliflicd,  i.  e.- 
to  make  cither  Parents  or  Children  willing  to 
comply  with  an  Invitation  to  come  fuch  a  vafl 
Length,  and  under  fuch  Circumftances  as  have 
been  mentioned.     But  the  Report  of  David 
confirmed  by  the  Boys  on  their  Return,  has 
given  fuch  Convidion  of  the  Sincerity  and 
Kindnefs  of  our  Intentions  towards  them,  as 
has  removed  all  Obje«51ions.     And  nothing 
more  is  now  ncceffary  to  our   obtaining  as 
many  well-chofen  Boys  and  Girls  as  we  pleafe, 
but  to  employ  fome  faithfulMifTionary  among 
ther^i  for  that  Purpofe. 

I  HAVE  been  the  more  particular  in  this 
Account,  becaufe  I  would  remove  the  un- 
reafonable  Prejudices  raifed  againli  this  Me- 
thod, by  partial  and  unfair  Accounts,  and 
a  Cry  of  enormous  Expences,  &c.  And  to  let 
sheWorld  know  there  is  nothing  in  it  worthy 

to 
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to  be  objected  by  one   who  is  in  earned  to 
acconipliOi  this  great  and  important  Defign. 

What  I  have  done  for  this  School  fince 
its  Beginning,  in  many   expendve  Journies  ; 
{  for  none  of  which  have  I  ever  charged  any 
Tiling  at  all  )  ;    in  conltant  Care  for  their 
Health,  in  Endeavours  to  cure   their  favage 
Difpofition,  and  form  their  Minds  and  Man- 
ners to  right  Rules  of  Virtue  and  Religion,  in 
extraordinary  Care  and  Trouble  for  feveral  of 
them  in  Sicknefs,  in  Expences  by  Company,, 
not   only  of  Englifi  but  Indians  at  my  Houfe, 
occafioned  thereby  ;    and  incidental  Charges 
in  n^anylnftances,  none  are  able  jultly  to  efti- 
mate,  or  likely  fo  much  as  to  think  of  many 
of  them,  but  one  who  is  intimately  acquain- 
ted with  the  Bufinefs  :    In  Confideration  for 
which  I  have  had  the  Afliflance  of  feveral  of 
them  a  few  Times  in  an  extraordinary  Croud 
of  Bufinefs  ;  and  of  late  fome  Advantage  by 
the  School    to  two  of   my  own  Children. 
Which  Reward  I  fuppofe  impartial  Judges 
will  not  think  to  bear  a  very  confiderablePro- 
portion   to   thefe  Expences    which  are  not 
charged,  and  which  in  my  Judgment  is  not 
the  one  Tenth  Part  of  them. 

M[i.  Moor's  Grant  contains  about  tw^o 
Acres  of  Fafturing,  a  fmall  Houle  and  Shop  ; 
for  the  Ufe  of  which  from  the  firO:  I  have 
received  about  £.  4  lawful  Money,  clear  of 
the  Charge  of  Repairing,  which  is  not  equal 
to  theMoney  I  have  paid  to  Pbyficians  which 
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I  HAVE  profefTccI  to  have  no  View  to 
niaking  'an  Eltare  by  this  Affair  :  What  the 
Siiigiencfs  and  Uprightnefs  of  my  Heart  has 
been  before  .GOD,  he  kno.ws  ;  and  alfo  how 
greatly  I  Itand  in  need  of  bis  Pardon. 
■  My  Accompt  with  the  School  has  been 
charged  after  the  following  Manner,  vi^. 
t'or  the  whole  Expence  of  Cloathing,  Board- 
ing and  tutoring  the  Boys  Irom  December 
1 8th.  I7J4,  to  November  26th.  1760.  at  the 
Rate  of  jf.  16  lawful  Money  per  Annum,  for 
each  ;  but  when  their  Number  was  fo  increa^ 
^qA  I  found  it  neceilary  to  come  nearer  to 
X\\Q  true  Value  of  it^  and  have  finee  ufed 
greater  Exadnefs  ;  but  have  never  charged 
higher  than  at  the  lovvell:  Money  Price  for 
what  they  have  had  of  me,  and  for  what  I 
have  bought  for  them  of  our  Traders,  Shoe- 
makers, Taylors,  &c.  1  have  charged  juft 
what  I  have  aiven,  and  no  more.  I  have 
charged  for  their  Tuition,  as  {ox  EugHJJj  Scho- 
lars, i.  e.  for  Latin  Scholars,  and  inch  as 
were  lavage  and  needed  much  Care  and  In- 
flru^lion,  at  2/.  L.M.  pcrWeek,  ot;^.  4  \oJl 
per  Annun^  ;  and  for  others  proporiionably. 
The  whole  School,  one  Year  with  anotlier, 
has  not  quite  cleared  my  Expence  for  the 
Mader.  Lad  Year  it  did  a  little  more;  and 
fmce  the  27th  of  M^y  lail,  it  has  over-done 
my  Expence  for  the  Malier  15/.*  8^.  befides 
the  Tuition  of  thcGiris.  I  have  charged  for 
the  Girls  but  4^.  per  Week,  i.  c.  for  one 
Day's  Schooling  and  Dinner  ;  and  the  whole 
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Expence  for  their  Educatiori  will  be  but  littfg" 
m  )re  than  their  Cloathing.  ,^   . 

Ti^E  total  Amount  of  all  myDifbarfernents 
in  this  \vIiole  Affair,  for  near  Eighi  Years, 
that  is,  Cmce  December  i8.

And  as  this  School  was  fet  up  when  there 
W'as  no  Scheme  devifed,  or  Plan  laid,  which 
this  could  be  in  Oppofitroa  to  ;  fo  it  is  not 
continued  in  Oppofition  to  any  other  Mca- 
fures  which  are  pro'pofed  or  purfued  by  others. 

And,  blerfed  be  GCTD  that  he  h'a^  |)ut  it 
into  the  Hearts  of  a  Number  of  Gentlemen 
of  Ability  in  and  near  Boston,  to  contribute 
fo  liberally  towards  the  Furtherance  of  the 
general  DcCign.  And  is  it  not  a  Pity  that 
Chrilfians  of  all  Djnominations  fhould  not 
unite  their  utmoll  Endeavours  for  theAccom- 
pllfliment  of  it  ;  and  efpecially  now  while 
the  Door  is  fo  widely  opened  for  it  ?  And 
what  a  Pity  is  it  that  any  Time  fliould  be  loft? 
A:id  how  exceeding  mean,  and  infinitely  be- 
neath thofe  noble  Sentiments,  and  that  gene- 
rous Love  to  the  Souls  of  Men,  and  to  our 
King  and  Country,  which  true  Religion  in- 
fpires,  will  it  be  to  fall  into  Parties  ;  and  011 
Arcouht  of  differing  Opinions  rcfpeding  the 
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hioft  probable  Methods  for  accomplifhing  the 
End,  to  obO:ru6l  and  hinder  one  another 
therein  ?  There  is  enough  for  all  to  do  ;  and 
the  Affair  is  of  fo  great  Importance,  that  it 
calls  for  the  Trial  of  every  Method  that  has 
the  leaft  Probability  of  Succefs ;  and  different 
Methods  may  greatly  fubferve  and  aflift  one 
another. 

We  can  none  of  us  boafl  fuch  Perfedion 
of  Underftanding  and  Skill  in  the  Affair  as  to 
fet  up  fafely  for  Infallibility.  Many  Attempts 
have  been  made  by  wife  and  good  Men ;  and 
the  Iffue  has  taught  them  their  Want  of  that 
Knowledge  which  is  got  byExperience  ;  and 
that  their  piousLabour  and  Expence  had  been 
in  a  great  Meafure  loft  for  want  of  it. 

An  d  I  would  take  this  Opportunity  to  ex- 
prefs  my  Gratitude  for  thofe  generous  Bene- 
fadions  whereby  this  Infant  Inflitution  has 
been  hitherto  fupported  ;  and  I  hope  through 
theBlerfingofGODupon  our  ourEndeavours, 
thofe  pious  Benefai^ors  will  have  Occafion 
for  the  moft  eafy  and  comfortable  Refiedions, 
as  having  made  an  Offering  acceptable  to 
GOD,  and  beftowed  it  well  for  the  Advance- 
ment of  thcKingdom,and  Glory  of  the  great 
Redeemer  :  And  that  the  Bleffmg  of  many 
of  our  American  Heathens,  who  fliall  in  the 
prefent  and  fuccecding  Generations,  reap  the 
Benefit  thereof,  may  come  upon  them  :  And 
that  others  undcrflanding  that  this  School 
Hills  lives,  under  GOD,  upon  the  Charity  of 
good  Men,  will  be  moved  to  open  their  Hands 
to  minilter  further,  and  neceffary  Supplies 
for  it.
